At the present time 
only a small portion of the earning 
capacity of a car is available, owing 
to inefficient loading and other caus­ 
es. 
A loading record shows th at the 
average tonnage of loading of 2CO 
cars was eighty per cent for lumber, I 
grain, cement and similar material 
For the entire season, however, not 
so good a record was made, the av-, 
erage tonnage carried by the ears be­ 
ing but sixty per cent. 
This shows 
a loss of forty per cent for the com­ 
pany. 
As a rule, cars of coal and grain 
are loaded to their capacity, while 
cars loaded with lumber and flour 
do not make as good a showing. 
It 
is not always expected, for obvious 
reasons, to load cars to their full 
capacity with m erchandise or light 
and bulky commodities, but it is be­ 
lieved th a t the average load per car 
can be increased, and with that ob- 
a rain of educational 
literature is being directed upon th** 
agents from the operating head q u ar­ 
ters.
